The reasons for the need for color drawings in this application are as follows: 

The subject application discloses a method for color customization of paint coatings 

for products, such as automotive vehicles, painted in production facilities. The method 

includes selecting a hue and chroma that comprise a particular color from a color wheel that 

represents an infinite combination of hues and chromas. Absent the utilization of the color 

wheel or a similar device, the concept of selecting a customized color to be applied to a 

product in a production setting is not feasible. To identify a customized color, a point on the 

color wheel must be selected in order for the novel apparatus disclosed in the subject 

application to mix an appropriate ratio of base colored paints. The novel apparatus calculates 



the ratio of base colored paints according to the paint selected on the color wheel. 
Accordingly, the color wheel depicted in the attached figures must be represented to provide 
adequate enablement of the claimed subject matter.
